Extortion Threat 


SAN FRANCISCO m — Air Force 
Cpl. Leonard Pratt, 21, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., was in jail today, ac­ 
cused of trying to extort $8,006 from 
Stanley A. Strauss, San Francisco 
auto dealer.

Another in the round of school tax increase 
requests which have been sought In various 
districts of Marin county will be placed on 
Monday before the voters of San Rafael ele­ 
mentary* school district.

Are the residents of San Rafael school dis­ 
trict (which includes the dty and a few out­ 
lying areas such as San Rafael Meadows, Santa 
Veneua, and the' former San Pedro district) 
willing to boost their property tax rate from 
the present $1.25 of $100 assessed valuation 
to a new maximum of $1.50 for an indefinite 
pei iod. 
We say it is a financial proposition ‘ on the 
surface ’ because, when subjected to scrutiny, 
the question is a more far-reaching one. 
Let 
us restate it: 
Are we willing to provide enough money to 
operate our public schools so as to provide 
an adequate educational program for our chil­ 
dren in modern and well-maintained school 
buildings? 
If the voters answer * No” to the first ques­ 
tion, they automatically will be giving a 
similar answer to the second. 


Let’s look at some figures—in this case, the 
budget report rendered to the San Rafael board 
of education on May 19 by the board’s own 
finance committee. 


It shows that the budget requests placed 
before 
the 
committee 
for 
consideration 
amounted to some $620,520. The district will 
have approximately $529,972 available for op­ 
eration during the 1952-55 year, including state 
grants. 


This would leave a deficit of about $90,000. 
m 
So the finance committee went to work and 
provided four alternative budget plans. Three 


of these plans gave the meat-axe treatment 
to such things as school supply purchases, 
books, tiansportation, building icpairs, furni­ 
ture repairs, teacher salaries, and hiring teach­ 
ers for an additional 228 enrollment this fall. 
The fourth plan calls for a total budget of 
$582,972, or about two-thirds of the original 
request, it represents an intelligent compro- 
mise-the use of a paring knife rather than a 
meat axe on the program to be offered by the 
schools during the coming year. 
Even with the $583,000 figure, the budget 
is considered a “tight” one. 
Business Mana­ 
ger Charles Glenn called the $30,071 building 
maintenance fund the “minimum desirable” 
amount for the coming year. The meat-axe 
treatment would cut it down to a dangerously 
low sum-so low that our school buildings1 
valued in seven figures would be allowed to de­ 
preciate faster than they should. 
The Independent-Journal feels that the in­ 
crease, which will cost the taxpayer owning a 
home with an assessed valuation of $3,000 only 
$7.50 per year, is a most worthy investment 
in our vouth. 
We urge eligible voters to go

T didn’t know you were home 
yet General,” he whispered. 
When Pat told him he was mis­ 
taken, the man assumed a share- 
the-secret expression and whis­ 
pered again: 
‘Well, naturally I suppose you 
want to keep it as quiet as pos­ 
sible, and you can count on me.” 


PAT HAS COVERED some of 
Eisenhower’s recent campaigning, 
and has had to spend consider­ 
able time assuring the General's 
fans that he was not in a position 
to sign Ike’s autograph.

MATTER OF FACT 
Super-Bomb 
Raises New 
Problems 


By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON—The nightmare 
of our times was unconsciously 
pointed out, the other day, by Sen. 
Brian McMahon, of Connecticut. 
When he announced his presiden­ 
tial candidacy, the senator offered 
the construction of a thousand 
hydrogen bombs as th*e chief point 
in his political program. Mass pro­ 
duction of weapons of total de­ 
struction is certainly an odd bait 
to dangle before the electorate: yet 
Sen. McMahon was not exactly 
talking through his hat. 
The truth is that mas output of 
super-bombs is probably not very 
far off. An Austrian physicist pub­ 
lished the basic theory more than 
a decade ago. 
The theory had 
been much elaborated and refined, 
and was being actively argued in 
the scientific inner circle, when 
Klaus Fuchs was still working at 
Los Alamos. And today the prac­ 
tical problems have been largely 
solved, and the testing stage is at 
hand. 


IT IS IMPORTANT TO realise 
that the successful construction of 
a true super-boxRb will be a devel­ 
opment surpassing the construc­ 
tion of toe atomic bomb, in tot 
same way that the atomic bomb 
surpassed toe World War П block­ 
buster. The two weapons are dif­ 
ferent in principle. The atomic 
bomb depends upon nuclear fission 
of the huge atoms of urtmium and 
plutonium. The supea-bomb de­ 
pends upon the nuclear fusion of 
the small atoms of hydrogen. * 
Above all, the two weapons |ure 
different in potential. 
The last 
Eniwetok bomb had a power of 
over 100 kilotons, which is scien­ 
tists* language for the explosive 
force of 100,000 tons of high ex« 
plosive. This is somewhere near 
the limit of an atomic bomb. 


IN CONTRAST, THE first true 
super-bomb to be detonated is ex­ 
pected to have a power of two 
megatons, which is the equivalent 
of the explosive force of 2,000,000 
tons of high explosive. Moreover, 
this is not the end. There are com­ 
plex limitations of mechanism, and 
limits also on the size of the super­ 
bomb that can be delivered to a 
distant target. None the less, the 
two-megaton bomb can theoreti­ 
cally become the precursor of even 
greater and more terrible weapons 
The confident anticipation that 
a two-megaton bomb can now be 
constructed represents a change in 
scientific opinion. 
As first dis­ 
closed in this space, the first hy­ 
drogen fusion bomb will be deton­ 
ated at Eniwetok at the end of the 
slimmer. This experimental model 
will not be the true super-bomb, 
however. Until very recently, there 
was toe most widespread doubt 
among the best qualified sbientists 
that the true super-bomb could and 
would ever be bum. The vital re­ 
cent development is that this doubt 
has been resolved, and that the su- 
per-bomb is definitely in prospect, 


THE CHARACTER OF THIS 
weapon which is in prospect gbes 
beyond what toe normal human 
imagination can comprehend. The 
two-megaton bomb will achieve 
total destruction in an area of just 
under 100 square miles. It will dev­ 
astate by blast an area just under 
180 square miles. In its single ex­ 
plosion, a whole vast megalopolis, 
a great modern capital, can be 
wiped from the face of the earth 
with almost the finality of the 
end of the cities of toe plain. 
Within the American govern­ 
ment. even toe anticipation of this 
weapon is already causing contro­ 
versy and heart-searching. 
Im­ 
provements in design have made 
it possible for speedy light bombers 
and even long-range fighters to 
carry atomic bombs. These means 
of delivery are both vastly more 
economical and vastly better fcal- 
culated to penetrate enemy air de­ 
fenses than the huge and costly 
aircraft now composing our Stra­ 
tegic Air Force. Hence a growing 
school in the Air Stiff has been 
advocating a change-over.

One reason for this, in turn, is 
the extreme probability that the 
Soviets will have a super-bomb of 
their own almost as soon as we 
shall. They started with the same 
knowledge. 
While our hydrogen 
bomb development was kept in low 
gear for several post-war years, 
theirs was almost surely In high 
gear. So, the fact that this weapon 
is now In prospect cuts two ways, 
and cute very deep. Altogether, the 
development herein reported pro­ 
mises to change the shape of our 
world, and it is time that someone 
said so.

NEW YORK WV-The American 
love of good food is making farm­ 
ing one of the nation’s fastest 
growing industries. 
Despite all the grumbling about 
food prices, Americans are eating 
more and better food than did 
their parents. 
Since prosperous 
1929 the food consumption in this 
country has doubled, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Cleveland con­ 
cludes, after adjusting food dol­ 
lar volume to price changes. Neith­ 
er the auto nor home building in­ 
dustries can show a unit volume 
gain equal to that in agriculture as 
a “growth industry.” 


IF THE POPULATION continues 
to grow at its present rate, and if 
Americans find the money to main­ 
tain their present high dietary 
standards, the market for ^merican 
farm products in 1957 will be twice 
what it was just before pearl Har­ 
bor, the bank figures. 
Only If toe birth rate drops and 
Americans go back to their diet 
standard of 10 or 15 years ago, 
will the future demand for agri­ 
cultural products fall below present 
high capacity to produce, tht bank 
says. 


Taking a shorter-term view^the 
American Institute of Food Dis­ 
tribution says almost all retail food 
store operators expect to go right 
on, the rest of this year at least, 
selling more food than last year. 
They credit .the continued heavy 
spending of prosperous consumers. 


CHIEF FACTOR IN RECENT 
years has been the ability of lower 
income groups to enlarge their 
buying of food, both in the amount 
they buy and the better quality 
they can afford. Almost continu­ 
ous high employment levels and 
higer wage rates in recent years 
account for much of this. 
The sharp increase in total food 
sales in this country is due in part 
to tot big baby crops which push 
population totals higher. But other 
factors are more important. 
Chief is the change that has 
come over the national diet. Since 
the depression years the lower- 
priced bulky and starchy foods 
have lost ground, relatively, to 
meats, eggs, milk, fresh fruit and 
vegetables. Over the years Am­ 
ericans also have tended to spend 
more of their income on choice 
meats and better quality vegetables 
and groceries.

Let 'Em Eat 
Rhubarb 
And Like It 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Your family and guests have a 
treat In store for them if you try 
a new kind of shortcake—this lus­ 
cious rhubarb-gingerbread creation. 
The cake base has a delightful 
flavor that comes from old-fash­ 
ioned mild molasses and just the 
right blend of spices. The rhubarb 
filling also is sweetened with mo­ 
lasses and has a surprise ingredi­ 
ent—quick-cooking tapioca. The 
tapioca thickens the filling a bit 
and gives it interesting texture. 
One word of warning about the 
rhubarb filling—keep heat low, 
Watch carefully, and don’t stir the 
rhubarb once it begins to soften if 
you want it to keep its shape. If 
you prefer rhubarb sauce to hav­ 
ing the rhubarb in pieces, Just stir 
it well once it’s soft; when It cools 
it will be thick enough to spoon be­ 
tween the layers of spicy ginger­ 
bread. 
In buying rhubarb for the short­ 
cake, choose stalks that are fresh, 
firm, thick, and of good color. 
Usually, well-colored rhubarb is 
well flavored. Do not peel; the skin 
helps to give the cooked rhubarb 
attractive color and to hold the 
pieces together. Rhubarb is sold 
either in bunches or by the pound.

RHUBARB GINGERBREAD 
SHORTCAKE 
Ingredients: 2*4 cups sifted flour, 
2 teaspoons baking soda, 
tea­ 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
% teaspoon ginger, *4 teaspoon 
nutmeg, % teaspoon cloves, % cup 
brown sugar (firmly packed), \ 
cup shortening, % cup old-fash­ 
ioned mild molasses, 1 cup butter­ 
milk, 2 eggs, rhubarb filling, 1 cup 
heavy cream iwhipped and sweet­ 
ened). 
Method: Into large mixing bowl 
sift flour, baking soda, salt, cinna­ 
mon, ginger, nutmeg, and cloves;

Of Diabetics Camp 


Emotional rehabilitation Is one of 
the many special values resulting 
from camping experience for 8-to-16 
year-old diabetics at Camp Whitaker 
Dr. Mary B. Olney told Delta Zeta 
Alumnae at Thursday night’s meet 
ing in the home of Mrs. Frank 
Duhme of Tiburon. 
There is no reason why the dia­ 
betic with proper care and emotional 
education cannot be a perfectly nor­ 
mal member of society, but public 
and parental ignorance of his prob­ 
lems and his own emotional re 
actions are often serious obstacles 
Frequently because of pampering 
er even just because of necessary 
special treatment and consequent 
envy of other children he finds it 
difficult to get along with others of 
his age. 
Camping experience through as­ 
sociation with others having the 
same affliction and participation in 
normal activities encourages self re­ 
liance and the feeling of “belonging." 
This year's Indian lore theme was 
chosen largely for these reasons. The 
youngsters go on over night hikes 
and actually hve on what they can 
forage, Indian fashion. 
They learn to plan and vary their 
own diets so that they will not seem 
different from their group.

Stag parties are so common in 
France that often more than half 
Uie tables in a restaurant will be 
taken up by ail-male groups, out 
hen parties are so rare that a table 
full of American or English women 
tourists 
will 
some tunes 
attract 
stares and whispers. 
Now a French homemakers’ mug- 
azine has sounded a warning for 
Frenchwomen who have never heard 
of such a thing as women deliber­ 
ately holding luncheon parties with 
out men. 


The magazine carefully explains 
that it is an American or English 
custom to invite to lunch six or

ALBERT WILSON ON GARDENING 
Go After 
Now As 


Last spring George Goodfellow 
lately from Detroit 
moved 
his 
family to the foothill district into 
a new house on a wooded lot. It 
was a large picre of sloping land, 
more than he ever had in his 
Hie. 
It had a litle ravine along 
the property line. To 
Uood- 
felTows it looked like the p tombed 
tend. 


But after moving in, George and 
his family weren’t exactly happy. 
This land seemed to have promot­ 
ed ugly troubles. Every time the 
children explored the ravine they 
broke out in a few hours with a 
red itching rash. 
Goodfellow and his wife didn't 
enjoy seeing their jewels with 
swollen arms, reddened faces, and 
closed eyes. It was disturbing in­ 
deed to see their little son’s body 
flaming and itching. 
OF COURSE THIS was poison 
oak. 
The neighbors told Good- 
fehow “just puli it up, grub it out, 
burn it, and get it down.” 
This 
lie tried, and like his children he 
landed In bed. 
This kind of battle is going on 
all over Marin. In fact Marin is 
one of the richest counties in poi­ 
son oak in the entire state. 
Rhus diversiloba, the classical 
«amc for poison oak grows as a 
big bush. 
It has a form that 
climbs into trees and over fence 
posts. It grows in the hills, along 
stream banks, and by roadsides. 
In our gardens it often holds out 
right in among the hedge plants. 
It grows also into the heart of our 
ornamental shrubs. 


THE BATTLE AGAINST poison 
oak has been going on for some 
time. One man who pioneered a 
slope garden told me he always 
came down with poison oak when 
he began walking outdoors. 
He felt he couldn't avoid it and 
just accepted the pestiferous a t­ 
tack. One season he decided to 
work on the problem. He learned 
the trick. This is it. First he wash- 
himself with soapy water into 
which he put baking soda. The 
water was warm. He let it dry on 
his face, arms and hands. Then 
he marched out to battle. 
He worked for two hours, pulling, 
grubbing and cutting down the

Year's Growth Ends 


Armstrong, both of which are pre­ 
vious All-America winners. 
It produces an abundance of big 
flowers which are high centered 
and 44 to 5 inches in diameter. 
These are borne singly on sturdy, 
medium-long cutting stems. 
The 
beautifully formed flowers have 
between 40 and 50 wide petals and 
keep remarkably well, lasting up 
to one week when cut, even in 
warm weather. 
poison oak plants. Then he re­ 
turned to the house and took 
another good washing. 


THIS MAN HAD COME to real­ 
ize that as he worked the pores of 
his body opened, and the droplets 
of oil from the poison oak entered. 
But by washing himself with the 
baking soda soapy water the oil 
of the poison oak was made in­ 
effectual. He has made it a rule 
to wash himself thoroughly after 
and he always makes sure he does 
so within two hours after he has 
quit work. Now he never gets poi­ 
son oak. 


How do you get rid of the plant? 
Go after the plants right now, 
say University of California and 
the big chemical corporations who 
have studied poison oak control. 
By June the plants have finished 
their spell of growth for the new 
year. No more new leaves will un­ 
fold. AH of the leaves are fiesh, 
tender and vulnerable to specially 
prepared herbicides. 
WHAT YOU MUST DO is attack 
the pfants while the blazing sun 
is shining fully upon them. Let 
me tell you what one gardner did 
in his battle against poison oak. 
He sprayed a clump at 11:30 in 
the morning. 
At that time the 
leaves were hot for the sun had 
been shining on the plates. 
He 
gave that clump one good soaking 
spray. He covered the whole plant, 
and he made sure all the tip 
growth, and the underside of every 
leaf was thoroughly wet and drip­ 
ping. 
In a m atter of hours that clump 
of poison oak was in trouble. The 
tip stems started to turn, the 
leaves started to loose their shiny 
green and take on a copper brown. 
In about ten days the plant indi­ 
cated it had given up the ghost. 
WHAT DO YOU USE? Use one 
of the herbicides prepared with 
concentrated toxicants, chemical 
materials that blend w.th both 
water and oil. You find them in 
the market as 2-4-D or 2-4-5. 
These herbicides are fixed up 
with an oil that sticks. Spray put 
on with a good wetting sticks like 
dew. And sini'e m them there is 
the chemical herbicide it stays 
put and goes immediately to work.

Cuba A Fairyland

It 
blooms ju st a t nightfall for four 
to six w e e k s in February and 
M arch. 
FENCE POSTS are no problem 


in Cuba. C uttings of live fence post 
several feet long and 2 inches thick 
may be set out in one season, and 
become living fence posts th e next. 
T he posts bloom in Jan u ary and 
February. 
T he posts grow 10 to 15 feet tall. 
T he tree is widely used for shade 
and its hard, beautifully m arbled 
wood is used in furniture m anu­ 
facture. 
A vine th a t traps files and forces 
them to distribute its pollen is 
the r o o s t e r plant. Its 7-inch 
flowers, light green and purple, 
look like little roosters T he plant 
has a faint fetid odor which a t­ 
tracts flies. 
T he fly follows his nose into a 
v-shaped lip, lined w ith stiff hairs, 
and finds him self trapped. T here 
the 
buzzes about in a frenzy, 
gets him self well powdered with 
pollen. 
T hen n atu re perform s a strange 
trick. The stiff hairs collapse, and 
the fly finds a way out.

W A S H IN G T O N (U.fi) — Bugs are 
flying and worming their way in 
from art 
directions 
to eat our 
tom atoes, rutabagas, cabbage, corn, 
and other crops. 
T he departm ent of agriculture 
w arns th a t the pests will be as 
thick as ever this year in m ost 
areas of th e country. To -combat 
the m enace, the departm ent has 
printed some booklets on all so rti 
of 
crop-killers. 
T hese 
may 
be 
bought by m ail from the govern­ 
m ent printing office for a sm all 
sum. 
In this and otner areas, the 
Japanese beetle is th e moat seuoua 
challenge. 
They will appear in lorce about 
the m iddle of June and a lte r a 
um iner of destruction will disap­ 
pear tow ard the m iddle of August. 
Bhese litlte bugs can be curbed by 
applying DDT or chlordane solu­ 
tions in the soil — or later by 
spraying plants w ith DDT. Trails 
are not effective in fighting the 
Japanese beetle, th e departm ent 
says, unless the whole neighbor­ 
hood gets together in the fight. 
T he booklet on beetles costs 15 
cents. 
O ut in the west th e alfalfa wee­ 
vil has been a serious pest for 
years. Somehow it has found its 
way to the east. Scientists say th a t 
it may have come our way under 
its own power, or hitched rides in 
baled hay. 
D1ELDRIN AND CHLORDANE 
sprays are effective, but the de­ 
p artm en t of agriculture issues this 
w arning : 
“Follow instuctions c a r ef u 11 y 
when using these m aterials. Be 
careful n o t 
to inhale excessive 
quantities at one tim e. A fter using 
the insecticides, wash your hands 
carefully. Keep containers of the 
m aterials plainly labeled and out 
of th e reach of children and away 
from foods." 
P erhaps 
the 
best 
all-around 
booklet on ways to outsm art farm 
and garden pests is one called 
“Handbook on Insects and D is­ 
eases.” T he cost is 20 cents. 
A nother well-known and active 
destroyer of m a n s labors is the 
boxwood leaf m iner, which attacks 
new leaves after h i b e r n a t i n g 


through the winter*in dead leaves.

T here is an optim istic note from 
D onald P arker of the departm ent 
of agriculture. 
TENT CATERPILLARS will not 
be so num erous this season. He 
suggests, however, th a t lovers of 
trees take a precaution, anyway, 
and apply chem ical killers. 
“S hun the old m ethod of burning 
out the nests," he says. "T h at often 
does dam age to the trees ” 
At Beltsville, Md., scientists are 
conducting a num ber of experi­ 
m ents to fight various types of 
cockroaches. They are concentrat­ 
ing on developing new types of 
non-toxic insect killers with phos­ 
phorus bases. 
These have proved more deadly 
th an other m ethods in laboratory 
tests, but so far com m ercial use 
has been restricted because of th e 
danger to hum ans —- som etimes 
fatal. These solutions up to this 
point can be handled only 
by 
trained experts. 
T he scientists ask us not to over­ 
look some of grandm a's remedies. 
You can stiU go after a fly with a 
sw atter, and it isn’t against th e 
law to pick bugs off the potato 
plants and worms off the cabbage.

Be careful when applying chemi 
cal fertilizer to growing plants 
Do 
not get the fertilizer on the foliage 
otherw ise the chem ical salts in the 
fertilizer are ap t to burn the fol­ 
iage upon contact.

safe 
m ethod 
of 
applying 
chem ical fertilizer to plants is to 
m ake a trench around the plant 
Place th e fertilizer in the trench, 
but keep it from three to four 
inches aw ay from the p lan t stems. 
W ater the fertilizer well to soak 
it into th e ground, then replace 
the soil. 
P lan ts 
do not 
consum e solid 
food. Roots can only absorb water 
and w hatever is p u t in the soil th at 
is not soluabie in w ater is of no 
no avail. 
It is better to m ake several feed­ 
ings of a weak solution of fertilizer 
th an to apply only one th a t is ex­ 
cessively strong.

SHATTERPROOF LENS

Aluminum nails are doing much 
to wipe out "rust measels” among 
our houses. 
"Rust measels” is an appropriate 
nickname for a house disease al­ 
most everyone has seen — espec­ 
ially on white houses. It is caused 
by nailheatis rustinj through and 
leaving ugly brown stains on the 
paint. 
This is a problem that is usually 
difficult to avoid. When common 
iron or steel nails are used to 
hold siding on a house, painstak­ 
ing work at high hourly rates is 
needed to prevent "rust measels.” 
Every nail must be countersunk 
and each nailhead dabbed sep­ 
arately with rust preventive and 
covered 
with putty 
or 
glazing 
compound. Even after all such 
precautions are taken, there are 
cases where dampness gets into 
the siding, causing the nails to 
rust and eventually bleed through 
the paint. You can t blame the 
paint. 
SINCE ALUM IN CM never rusts 
nails made of alloys of this metal 
require no countersinking or other 
treatment. Labor costs are reduced 
and sizeabre sums are saved in 
future paint jobs—the paint looks 
well longer. 
These nails cost a little more 
than common nails — maybe about 
$3 more for siding an average five 
or six room house, but the elimi­ 
nation of countersinking and put­ 
tying is estimated to save from 
$25 to $40 in labor. Studies made 
by one of the largest aluminum 
nail makers — the Nichols Wire 
and Aluminum Co., of Davenport, 
la.—indicate total average savings 
on such a house at $78 by virtue 
of longer paint life. 
ALCM1NCM has been steadily 
taking over more and more jobs 
in the home building and repair 
fierd. Eaves, troughs, downspouts; 
flashing for roof valleys, ridges 
and around windows and doors; 
frames and sash for windows and 
doors; roofing and siding, insu­ 
lating vapor barriers, electric wir­ 
ing, farm fences and even clothes 
lines are now being made of alum­ 
inum. In fact, the production of 
the entire aluminum industry has 
increased more than three times 
over its pre-war level and new 
building materials have accounted 
for a good share of that jump. 
LOTS OF PEOPLE can’t under­ 
stand why aluminum can be used 
for insulation when this metal is 
such a fast conductor of heat 
that it wins mcst of the women's

votes for kitchen pans. The secret 
lies in its reflective surface. 
No 
matter how cold the metal might 
be, its shiny surface bounces more 
heat rays back again than can be 
absorbed by the metal. <If women 
realized this, they might stop pol­ 
ishing the bottoms of their kitchen 
pans.) 
An interesting example of the 
dollar value of this heat reflection 
for the farmer, who is striving 
for more food production, was 
cited recently in a joint report 
by five big metal companies. The 
firms were the Nichols Wire and 
Aluminum Co.; Reynolds Metals 
Co., of Louisville; Southern States 
Iron Roofing Co., of Savannah; 
Childers Manufacturing of Hou­ 
ston, and New Holland Metals, 
Mountville, Pa. 
This report showed how reflect­ 
ive roofing on farm buildings in­ 
creased milk and poultry produc­ 
tion, since "poultry and livestock 
keep warmer as their own animal 
heat is reflected back inside such 
buildings/* 
AN OUTSTANDING CASE cited 
was that of E. J. Orme, Jr., of the 
Virginia Turkey Association, who 
stated, "we got 110,000 eggs from 


2,500 hens in 1048 when we had 
no aluminum roof. From the same 
number of hens we got 128,000 
eggs in 1949 with aluminum on 
the roof.** 
Because of such uses of this 
metal, the development of alumi­ 
num nails became a necessity. 
Nails of other metals caused gal­ 
vanic action in contact with alum­ 
inum siding or roofing. 
Alloys 
gave the new nails the strength 
needed, while etching roughened 
their shanks to add holding power. 
Of course, you can t use alumi­ 
num nails for every purpose. No 
manufacturer recommends them 
for house framing, flooring, or 
interior trim and other work where 
water and calcimine is not going 
to be used. But wherever water, 
moisture-condensation, water-base 
paint or a marine or industrial at­ 
mosphere is encountered, their use 
is logical. 
Special aluminum nails have 
been developed for gypsum lath 
and plasterboard, asbestos siding, 
cedar shakes, redwood and various 
other materials. They are pack­ 
aged in different colors in the 
right amount for each job to min­ 
imize waste. 


Build Shelves 
Between Studs 


It a house is small and space at 
a premium, you can use the space 
between the walls for storage of 
small articles, magazines, vases and 
other items. 
Just cut the wallboard or plaster 
away between the studs. Set <4** 
plywood painted to fit the decorat­ 
ive scheme of the room at the back 
and trim the sides. This gives you 
a narrow shelf from 14” to 16” 
wide and as high as needed. 
Fbr a magazine rack, set the ply­ 
wood near the outside edge at the 
bottom and slant it toward the wall 
at the top. This way, magazines 
can be placed on edge without fall­ 
ing forward. 
The idea works equally well for 
storage of various items in the 
kitchen, the living room, the bath­ 
room and the bedroom.

is exposed and the wax is then ta k ­ 
en off w ith turpentine. 
Thick etching ink Is dabbed on 
the plate and scrubbed oft with a 
ooarse rag which leaves the plate 
clean w ith the exception of th e

The last of the Ten Command­ 
ments reads; “Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbor's house, thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbors wife, nor 
his manservant, not his inaidscr- 
vant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor 
any thing that is thy neighbor s ” 
The word covet is defined in the 
dictionary as “to desire, to long 
for, to crave, especially some tiling 
belonging to another person. Al­ 
most everyone is occasionally as­ 
sailed by this feeling of envy of an­ 
other. The man or woman who has 
an old automobile and cannot af­ 
ford a bright new one, feels a 
spasm of jealousy when he secs his 
neighbor driving his brand new car. 
The woman who cannot buy a 
new dress feels a twinge of envy 
when she sees her w ell-dressed 
neighbor, or she may have that 
covetous feeling when she is in­ 
vited to go through a friend's new 
and up-to-date house when she has 
an old one which she cannot even 
modernize. 
LITTLE CHILDREN have those 
* same feelings when they see their 
playmates get new toys which they 
would like so much to have but 
cannot because Daddy and Mummy 
cannot afford them. It seems to 
them an injustice is being done 
them. 
, 
. 
The majority of us dismiss such 
unworthy thoughts from our mrnds 
and try to be glad of our neigh­ 
bors good fortune. The minority 
try to get the things they desire 
but cannot get honestly by pilfer­ 
ing them, which only brings trouble 
upon them. 
Any 
newspaper daily 
records 
of uncontrolled covetousness 
that led some man or woman into 
the law court to be punished as a 
criminal. 
Jesus comments on this com­ 
mandment 
when, 
as 
He 
was 
preaching a solemn warning to 
His followers, he was interrupted 
by a man who asked Him to talk 
to his brother about dividing an 
inheritance with him. 
Jesus refused to act as arbitrator 
*tn the case, saying, 
Man, who 
made Me a judge or a divider over 
you?” 
THEN, TURNING TO HIS fol­ 
lowing He said; “Take heed, and 
beware 
of 
covetousness, 
for 
a 
man's life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth ” 
Jesus then told the parable of 
the rich man who had such an 
abundant harvest that he had not 
apace to store it ail. He therefore 
decided to tear down his old barns 
and build great new ones Then, 
¿»aid he to himself, “I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years: take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry ’’ 
Now there was nothing wrong 
about this man's decision to budd 
new and larger barns to house his 
wealth. It was a wise, businesslike 
move. The fault lay in his selfish 
attitude toward his riches. He was 
going to take his ease, to 
eat. 


drink and be merry,'* with no 
thought for anyone but himself. 
Were there no poor to be helped: 
no worthy causes to which he could 
contribute? 
THAT NIGHT, HOWEVER, God 
told him that his soul would be re­ 
quired of him, and what good 
would his goods do him then? 
So ic he that layeth up treas­ 
ure for himself, and is not rich 
toward God,” Christ concluded the 
parable. 
The problem of feeding, cloth mg 
and housing ourselves causes great 
anxiety to millions of people all 
over the earth. Jesus told His dis­ 
ciples not to fret about the matter. 
Such worry may dominate a per­ 
son's life so that he is less capable 
of planning and meeting his situa­ 
tion. 
“The life is more than meat, and 
the body is more than raiment,’ He 
told them. He referred to the 
ravens, lor they neither sow nor 
reap; which neither have store­ 
houses nor barn; and God feedeth 
them; how much more are ye bet­ 
ter than the fowls?” 
“Consider the lilies how they 
grow; they toil not, they spin not; 
and yet I say unto you, that Solo­ 
mon in ail his glory wa*> not ar­

Publishers are now issuing more 
books on religion than on any other 
nonfiction 
subjects. 
Newspaper 
syndicates are expanding their re­ 
ligious features becaue of increas­ 
ing public interest. Sales of the 
Bible have doubled in five years 
and are now at an all-time peak. 
Two top executives in the public 
relations and 
advertising 
fields 
brought out these facts in speeches 
at Boston recently. 
Arthur Hall, circulation director 
of the Chicago Daily News, report­ 
ed, “A significant change in read­ 
ing habits is under way right now. 
There is a tremendous public in­ 
terest in books and articles on re­ 
ligion.” 


He addressed members of the 
worldwide circulation sales staff of 
The Christian Science Monitor, 
who met in connection with the 
Annual Meeting of The Mother 
church, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston. 
Langley Carleton Keyes, Boston 
advertising executive and readabil­ 
ity expert, cited reasons for the 
growing popular interest in re­ 
ligion, 
“Corruption, chaos, and confu­ 
sion arc turning many people back 
to Jesus* simple teaching,” Keyes 
told an audience of more than 
1500. "Men want something better 
than complex philosophies and 
confused living.

NO HELP TO BUYERS 
Housing Industry Hits Token 
Revision Of Regulation X 


r 
The nation’s home building in­ 
dustry today charged that gov­ 
ernment’s token (only $50 in some 
price brackets) relaxation of regu­ 
lation X was only an effort to 
ward off complete elimination of 
the credit control authority grant­ 
ed by the Congress. 
| 
Alan E. Brockbank, president of 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, said the slight modifi­ 
cations in down payments were in­ 
significant and of little help to 
families in need of housing. 
“FOR EXAMPLE, the down pay­ 
ment on a $10,000 house is now 
$1,450 where it was $1,500. 
The 
relaxation of $50 is of insignificant 


help to buyers. And this example 
can be duplicated in several price 
ranges,'* Brockbank said. 
“A $14,000 house previously re­ 
quired a $3,600 down payment. 
The so-called “relaxed” regulation 
still requires $3,250 cash. 
Few 
buyers for this value house have 
that amount of cash.” 
“It is also unfortunate that no 
change was made in the time al­ 
lowed for paying off a mortgage. 
The maximum amortization period 
on houses selfing at $12,000 or lass 
is 25 years and for higher priced 
properties 20 years.” 
Brockbank felt that the HHFA 
and Federal Reserve Board, which 


announced the slight revisions, 
were hopeful that their action 
would convince Congress that no 
additional easing of credit con­ 
trols is necessary. 
“We will take the home buyer’s 
case 
direct 
to 
the 
Congress,” 
Brockbank said. “There Is no good 
reason for retention of these credit 
curbs over housing.”
